It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case, it 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomri will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below conceming the 
substance of the interview.

Applicant sent an interview agenda, which brought to attention the deficiency of the first office action in respect to 
Rakavy's reference teaching system idleness not directed to client application, but the computers in its entirety (see (d) 
of Interview Agenda). Examiner has conceded, Rakavy does not particularly point out the feature of the claim 1 
showing: "if the user has not interacted with the local device with respect to the client application..." Examiner has 
notified Applicant that a supplemental office action will be issued which will restart the response time from the mailing 
of the supplemental action. Further, Examiner and Applicant discussed the new reference that will be partially relied 
upon to make the rejection in the supplemental action. The reference shown by Radziewicz et al. (US 5,854,897) 
shows a system for detecting idleness of inactivity between a computer/user (14) and service provider (16). 
Radziewicz was discussed in relation to claim 1 . It was concluded that the supplemental action will use Radziewicz to 
reject at least claim 1 . Examiner informed the Applicant that no response needs to be filed before the issuance of the 
supplemental action.
